Rumor That Intervention In Cuba 


Would Not be Objected To. 


W ashington, Jan. 7.—It is said here 
that Spain is considering a formal re­ 
quest to the United States to use its 
good offices to stop the fighting in Cuba. 
Intimations have been received at the 
state department that tho Sagasta gov­ 
ernment had become convinced that the 
only way to save Cuba was to accept 
the often proffered good offices of the 
United States. 
Canovas repeatedly replied to Presi­ 
dent Cleveland, declining these good 
offices, and Sagasta did the same last 
November. 
Now the prime minister 
bas become completely disheartened 
over the evident failure of autonomy. 
All efforts of Spaiu to bribe the sub­ 
ordinates of Gomez to surrender on the 
basis of home rule has proven futile. 
Bianoo has completely failed in his 
efforts to open communication w ith the 
insurgents, aud Pando has likewise been 
defeated in the field. 
Secret negotiations with the state de­ 
partment are now actually in progress. 
While no formal proposition has been 
made by Minister DeLome, the state de­ 
partment has been given to understand 
that ouly the fear of revolution in Spain 
stands in the way now of accepting the 
friendly offices of the United States 
which have been rejected so often. 
It 
has even intimated that if this country 
sees fit on its motion to open up com­ 
munication with the insurgents, Spaiu 
will not throw any obstacles in the way. 
It is understood that the Cuban re­ 
public will insist on formal recognition 
before undertaking any negotiations 
with the United States, claiming that it 
cannot treat with a power which re 
garde it only ai an organized conspiracy 
of* riot and piracy. 
The situation is 
critical in Caba, and the frequent visits 
of the Spanish minister of the state de­ 
partment are sufficient indications that 
the Spanish empire in Cuba is almost at 
an end.

People W ho Do Address Them as “ The 
Honorable" In Spite of W ebster. 
Iii none of the “ ready letter w riters’’ 
are directions given as to the prefix 
which it is proper to put before the 
name of an alderm an, aud it is for this 
reason perhaps th at a controversy has 
recently arisen. 
One of the disputants 
says: 
“ W hen w riting to a nicnilier of the 
board of aldermen or a commissioner in 
one of tho city departments, ii is high­ 
falutin, I think, to address him with, 
the prefix H on.’ “ In proof of the cor­ 
rectness of this view of the case tins 
correspondent invokes the testim ony of 
W ebster, the dictionary compiler, who 
said of the use of “ the honorable:” 
“ An American usage. 
It is a title of 
courtesy merely, bestowed upon those 
who hold or have held higher public of­ 
fices, especially governors, judges, m em ­ 
bers of congress or of tho senate aud 
mayors. ’’ 
W ebster was bom in Connecticut in 
*758 and died in tho same state in 
5843, long before the establishment, as 
such, of the present New York board 
of alderm en and a t a tim e w hen that 
Ixidy was generally known as the coui- 
mou council, and any opinions which 
ho may have expressed in his dictionary 
or any views which he may have enter­ 
tained personally on tho subject of hon­ 
orary titles in use in the United States 
/ouId have no especial bearing upo,i the 
ease of tho Now York aldermen, whose 
fame as legislators has now spread to 
confines where the nam e of W ebster is 
quite unknown. 
The title alderm an is derived from 
the Saxon word “ (alderm an,’’ other­ 
wise oldeninui or elder. 
It was a title 
of honor in early days in England, and 
the eldennan of alderm an was a local 
functionary responding somewhat 
to 
the present justice of the peace, In E ng­ 
land the alderm an was usually a judge, 
but afterw ard the office came to be an 
elective one, and from the English word 
lias come the American title alderm an 
so valiantly upheld toy tho aldermen of 
New York, who insist upon a full share 
of all political honors, perquisites, priv­ 
ileges. right.-, advantages aud im m uni­ 
ties, and lie Would to a courageous man 
indeed who w ould omit from the des­ 
ignation of an alderm an (especially an 
alderm an recently elected) the title 
“ the honorable.” The legal duties of 
alderm en arc so few, their exercise if 
so carefully guarded by acts of tho leg­ 
islature, that it is necessary, Soto speak, 
fur the alderm en to find, if the expres­ 
sion may Is* used w ithout offense, work 
for themselves. Accordingly from ti ie to 
tim e resolutions are passed by the board 
taking the form of ordinances w hich by 
tacit agreem ent among the members it 
is arranged -hall not bo acted upon un­ 
less tho alderm an of the district in 
which the applicant or applicants reside 
assents to action. In this way tho pow­ 
ers of an alderman in a district are very 
considerably enhanced, aud in such eases 
the petitioner, realizing the full force 
and importance of the alderm an’s office, 
is glad of the opportunity to address 
him as “ tho honorable,” and realizes 
the futility of another course.-• N e#

Blow to Measure the Lichting Fens* u t 
E f f e c t o f a n a m e * 
T his question and its answ er have 
been u n til recently of interest to scien­ 
tists only. 
B ut since one m ethod of 
lighting is com peting w ith the other 
for superiority the question of lighting 
power has seem ingly become a public 
m atter. 
How m any candle power? The 
question is very sim ple and yet m ysteri­ 
ous to ilia laym an. 
F or m easuring the lighting pow er the 
m ost reliable results are obtained by 
m eans of a greaso spot. In its m ost sim ­ 
ple application the experim ent can be 
tried easily at home. 
A sheet of w hite 
paper w ith a grease spot in the center 
Is put into a fram e and placed between 
tw o flames of different lighting power 
—•for instance, between an ordinary 
candle and a lamp. 
W hen tho fram e is equally distant 
from the tw o unequally bright flames, 
th e greaso spot can bo seen plainly on 
both sides, 
By m oving tho fram e w ith 
the sheet of paper slowly tow ard the 
less brillian t light— that is, the candle 
— it w ill arrive finally at a point w here 
the grease spot lias apparently disap­ 
peared en both sides of the paper. This 
deception m ust alw ays occur w hen on 
both sides of the paper an equal bright­ 
ness prevails and no side light exists 
H aving reached th is point, it can be 
ascertained how m uch stronger is the 
lig h t of tho lam p than th a t of the can­ 
dle. 
If the candle is 20 inches d istan t from 
tho paper and the lam p OO inches and 
yet tho brightness on both sides of the 
paper is tho same, tnen the lig h t of the 
lam p w ill be as strong as th a t cf nim 
candler. 
The calculation is based upon 
the distances, the figures of w hich are 
m ultiplied by them selves and then d i­ 
vided—here, for instance, 60 tim es 60 
divided by 20 m ultiplied by 20 equals 9 
I 
This, of course, is the m ost prim itive 
m ethod for m easuring light, but it is 
the principle for all the delicate instru 
d e n ts used in the laboratories. —Pea/ 
ta n ’s W eekly.

VVashi n o to n , Jan. 7.—The friends 
and enemies of the civil service law ex­ 
changed broadside* iu the house yester­ 
day, 
Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio and Mr. 
Johnson of Indiana each made exhaus­ 
tive speeches and kept their respective 
sides in a constant furore. The crowded 
galleries, which were plainly in sympa­ 
thy with the opponents of the law, be­ 
came so very noisy in their demonstra­ 
tions of approval at one juncture that 
the chair was compelled to call them to 
order, 
Mr. Johnson was warmly sustained 
bv the friend* of the law on the floor, 
bot he got very Utile applause from the 
galleries. 
Mr. Grosvenor professed adherence to 
the principle of the merit system and 
theory of examinations within certain 
limitations 
♦‘But.'* he exclaimed in 
conclusion, addressing the defenders of 
the law, “J want to nerve notice on you 
that unless yon join us in the correction 
of the abuse* and the reformation of the 
law that we will join any portion of the 
community — legislative, executive or 
judicial-—end destroy the law, root and 
branch.” 
Mr. Johnson (Rep., lad J an ardent 
defender of the law followed Mr. Gros­ 
venor with an extended argument in 
support af the merit system. 
In enumerating the evils of the spoilt 
system Mr. Johnson said it made cow­ 
ards out of legislator*, stormed the 
white house, interferred with the de­ 
partments; it reached into the capitol 
and shaped legislation; it exalted the 
office broker and attacked, villtfied and 
calumnia tad the 
conscientious man. 
Words, he doctored, could not do juwuos 
to the infamy of thin prolific evil which 
had debauched the civil service.

Rumor T h a t intervention In Cuba 


Would Not be Objected To. 


W ashington, Jan. 7.—It is said hero 
that Spain is considering a formal re­ 
quest to the United States to use its 
good offices to stop the fighting in Cuba, 
Intimations have been received at the 
state department that the Sa gas ta gov­ 
ernment had beoome convinced that the 
only way to save Cuba was to accept 
the often proffered good offices of the 
United States. 
Caneva* repeatedly replied to Presi­ 
dent Cleveland, declining these good 
offices, and Sagasta did the same last 
November. 
Now the primo minister 
has beoome completely disheartened 
over the evident faiioro of autonomy. 
All efforts of Spain to bribe the sub­ 
ordinates of Gomoz to surrender ou the 
ba si* of home rule has proven futile. 
Blanco has completely failed in his 
efforts to open communication with the 
insurgents, andPando has likewise been 
defeated in the field. 
Secret negotiations with the state de­ 
partment are now actually in progress. 
W hile no formal proposition has been 
made by Minister De Lome, the state de­ 
partment has been given to understand 
that ouly the fear of revolution in Spain 
stands in the way now of accepting the 
friendly offices of the United State* 
which have been rejected so often. 
It 
has even intimated that if this country 
sees fit on its motion to open up com­ 
munication with the insurgents, Spain 
will not throw any obstacles in the way. 
It is understood that the Cuban re­ 
public w ill insist on formal recognition 
before 
undertaking any negotiations 
with the United States, claiming that it 
cannot treat with a power which re­ 
gards it only a.) an organized conspiracy 
of- riot and piracy. 
The situation is 
critical in Cuba, aud the frequent visits 
of the Spanish minister of the state de­ 
partment are sufficient indications that 
the Spanish empire in Cuba is almost at 
an end.

rectness of this view of the i aes** this 
J correspondent invokes the testim ony of 
! W ebster, tho dictionary compiler, who 
said of the use of “ the honorable:” 
“ An American usage. 
It is a title of 
courtesy merely, bestowed upon those 
who hold or have held higher public of­ 
fices. especially governors, judges, mem­ 
bers of congress or of the senate and 
mayors. ” 
W ebster was born in Connecticut in 
i? 5 8 and flied iii the situs state iii 
2848, long before the establishm ent, as 
such, of the present New York board 
of aldermen and sit si tim e w hen that 
body Wits generally known as the com­ 
mon council, mid any opinions which 
ho may have expressed in his dictionary 
or any vie ws which he may have enter­ 
tained personally on the subject of hon­ 
orary titles in use in the United States 
/ould have no eajtecial bearing U}to,i the 
ease of tho Nov York aldermen, who.*-* 
fame as legislators lists now spread to 
coniines where the nam e of W ebster in 
quite unknown. 
The title alderm an is derived from 
the Saxon word “ < aldormsm,” other­ 
wise eldenusui or elder, 
It wsts a title 
of honor in early days iii England, and 
the eldermau or alderm an was si local 
functionary re se n d in g somewhat to 
the pres* u t justice of the peace. In Eng­ 
land the alderman w as usually a judg. 
hut afterw ard the office came to be sin 
elective otic, and from the English word 
has l ouse the American title alderm an 
so valiantly upheld by the nidi rmeu of 
New York, who insist upon a full share 
of all political honors, perquisites, priv­ 
ileges, rights, advantages aud im m uni­ 
ties*, and he would Is si courageous man 
Indeed who would omit from the des­ 
ignation of an alderm an (especially an 
alderman t.t-iu d y elected) tho title 
“ the honorable,” 'J lie legal duties of 
aldermen sire so few, their exercise ii 
so carefully guarded by sil ts of tho leg- 
1 stature, that it is necessary, so to apeak, 
for the alderm en to find, if the expres­ 
sion may be used w ithout offense, work 
for themselves. Accordingly from tim e to 
time re solutions are passed bv the board 
taking the form of ordinances which by 
tacit agreement among the members it 
Is arranged shall nut Int acted upon till- 
less the alderm an of the district in 
which the applicant or applicant* reside 
Mseuts to action. Iii this way the pow­ 
er* of sin alderman in st district sox* very 
i itnsidi rabic enhanced, aud iii such e,»8i\s 
tie -jK‘tn e ut r. realizing tho full force 
end importance of thealdcm uiu’s office, 
i- glad of the ojqsirtunity to addrest 
him a* “ tin honorable,“ and ic-ilia 
the futility of another com m • N 
kVirk bun.

paper w ith a grease spot in the center 
la put into a fram e and placed between 
tw o flames of different lighting power 
— for instance, between an ordinary 
candle and a lamp. 
W hen tho fram e is equally distant 
from the tw o unequally bright flames, 
the greaso spot can be Been plainly on 
both side& 
By m oving tho fram e w ith 
the sheet of paper slowly tow ard the 
lees brilliant light— th at is, the candle 
—it w ill arrivo finally at a point w here 
the grease spot has apparently disap­ 
peared en both sides of the paper. This 
deception m ust alw ays occur w hen on 
both sides of the paper an equal bright­ 
ness prevails and no side lig h t exists. 
H aving roached this point, it can be 
ascertained how m uch stronger is the 
lig h t of tho lam p than th a t of the can­ 
dle. 
If thecandle is 20 inches d istan t from 
tho paper aud the lam p CO inches and 
yet th e brightness on both sides of the 
paper is the same, teen the lig h t of the 
lam p w ill be as strong os th a t of nim 
candle:!. 
The calculation is based upon 
the distances, the figures of w hich are 
m ultiplied by them selves and then d i­ 
vided-hex© , for instance, 00 tim es 60 
j divided by 20 m ultiplied by 20 equals 8 
This, of course, is the m ost prim itive 
m ethod for m easuring light, but it is 
the principle for ail the delicate instru 
m ents used iii the laboratories. —Pea/ 
w a ’* W eekly.

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio and Mr. 
Johnson of Indiana each made exhaus­ 
tive speeches and kept their respective 
sides in a constant furore. The crowded 
galleries, which were plainly in sympa­ 
thy with the opponents of the law, be­ 
came so very noisy in their demonstra­ 
tions of approval at one juncture that 
the chair was compelled to call them to 
order. 
Mr. Johnson was warmly sustained 
bv the friends of the law on the floor, 
but he got very little applause from the 
galleries. 
Mr. Grosvenor professed adherence to 
the principle of the merit system and 
theory of examinations within c ertain 
limitations. 
“ But,** he exclaimed in 
conclusion, addressing the defenders of 
the law, “ I want to serve notice on you 
that unless you join us in the correction 
of the abuse* aud the reformation of the 
law that we will join any portion of the 
community — legislative, executive or 
judicial—aud destroy the law, root and 
branch.” 
Mr. Johnson (Rep., Iud.) an ardent 
defender of the law followed Mr. O res 
veuor with an extended argument in 
support of the merit system, 
In enumerating the ©vin of the spoils 
system Mr. Johnson said it made cow 
urds out of legislator*, stormed the 
white house, inter!erred with the de­ 
partments; it reached into the capitol 
and shaped legislation; it exalted the 
office broker and attacked, viiitfied and 
calumniated the 
conscientious 
man. 
Words, he declared, could not do justice 
to the infamy of this prolific evil which 
had debauched the civil service.

Rumor That Intervention In Cuba 


Would Not be Objected To. 


W ashinotom, Jan. 7.—-It is mid here 
that Spain is considering a formal re­ 
quest to the United States to us© its 
good office# to stop the fighting in Cuba. 
Intimations have been received at the 
state department that th# Sa gas ta gov­ 
ern meat had become convinced that the 
only way to save Cuba was to accept 
th# ofter, proffered good offices of the 
United State.#. 
Caneva* repeatedly replied to Presi­ 
dent Cleveland, declining these good 
offices, aud Sagaata did the same last 
November. 
Now the prime minister 
lies become completely disheartened 
over the evident failure of autonomy. 
All efforts of Spain to bribe the sub­ 
ordinates of Gomea to surrender on the 
basis of home rule has proven futile. 
Blanco has completely failed in his 
efforts to open communication with the 
insurgents, aud Panda has likewise been 
defeated in the field. 
Secret negotiations with the state de­ 
partment are now actually in progress. 
W hile no formal proposition has been 
made by Minister DeLorne, the state de­ 
partment has been given to understand 
that only the fear of revolution in Spain 
stands in the way now of accepting the 
friendly offices of the United States 
which have beeti rejected so often. 
It 
lias even intimated that if this country 
sees fit on its motion to open up com­ 
munication with the insurgents, Spain 
will not throw any obstacles in the way. 
It is understood that the Cuban re­ 
public w ill insist on formal recognition 
before 
undertaking any negotiations 
with the United States, claiming that it 
cannot treat with a power which re­ 
gards it only a i an organized conspiracy 
of* riot and piracy. 
The situation is 
critical in Cuba, aud the frequent visits 
of the Spanish minister of the state de­ 
partment are sufficient indications that 
the Spanish empire in Caba is almost at 
an end.

“ An American usage. lr is a title of 
courtesy merely, bestowed upon those 
who hold or have held higher public of­ 
fices, especially govern' >rs, judges, mem­ 
bers of congress or of the senate and 
mayors. ’’ 
Webster was bom In Connecticut in 
A? 5b and died in the same .state iii 
3^48, long before the establishment, as 
Knell, of the present New York board 
of aldermen ami at a time when that 
body was generally known as tint fora­ 
men council, and any opinions which 
he may have expressed in his dictionary 
or any views which he may have enter­ 
tained personally on the subject of hon­ 
orary titles in us*? iii the United States 
/ould have no especial bearing u}vi.a the 
case of the New York aldermen, wbos< 
fame as legislators has now spread to 
confine- where tho annie of Webster is 
quite unknown. 
The title alderman is derived from 
the Saxon word “ tuldonnau, “ other­ 
wise cldcnuan or elder. 
It was a title 
of honor in early days in England, and 
the eld* rman or alderman was a local 
functionary responding somewhat to 
the pres* ut justice of the peace. In Eng­ 
land the alderman was usually a judge, 
lait afterward the office came tube an 
elective one, aud from lh© English word 
bas come the American title alderman 
so valiantly upheld by the ald' mien of 
New York, who insist upon a full share 
of all political honors, perquisite*, priv­ 
ileges, rights, advantages aud immuni­ 
ties, and he would b it courageous man 
Indeed who v ald omit from the des­ 
ignation of an alderman (especially an 
alderman recently ducted) the title 
“ the honorable.“ The legal duties of 
aldermen are so few, their exercise is 
so carefully guarded by acts of tho leg­ 
islature, that it is necessary, sot© speak, 
for the ald* mien to find, if the expres­ 
sion may be used without offense, work 
for themselves. Accordingly from time to 
time resolutions tire passed by the board 
taking the form of ordinances which by 
tacit agr*-em'ut among the members it 
is arranged shall not bo acted upon un­ 
less th** alderman of tho district in 
which the applicant or applicants reside 
ass* uts ;<i aol i.rn. In this way the paw­ 
ers of an alderman in a district are very 
Considerably enhanced, aud in such (uses 
the petitioner, realizing the full force- 
and importance of the alderman's office, 
is glad of tin* opportunity to address 
him as “ the honorable,” and realises 
th© futility of another course. • Ne*

But ainee one method of 
lighting is competing with the other 
fear superiority the question of lighting 
power has seemingly become a public 
matter. How many candle power? The 
question Ut very simple and yet mystery 
ohs to tim layman. 
For measuring the lighting power the 
meet reliable results are obtained by 
means of a grenao spot. In its most aim 
pie appl! cation the experiment can be 
tried easily at heme. A sheet of white 
paper with a grease spot in the center 
is put into a frame and placed between 
two flames of different lighting power 
•—for instance, between an ordinary 
candle and a lamp. 
When tho frame is equally distant 
from the two unequally bright flames, 
the greaao spot can be seen plainly on 
both aides 
By moving the frame with 
the sheet of paper slowly toward the 
less brilliant light—that is, the candle 
—it will arrive finally at a point where 
the grease spot has apparently disap­ 
peared cm both sides of the paper. This 
deception must always occur when on 
both sides of the paper an equal bright­ 
ness prevails mid no side light exists. 
Having reached this point, it can be 
ascertained how much stronger is the 
light of the lamp than that of tho can­ 
dle. 
If the candle is 20 inches distant from 
tho paper and the lamp GO inches and 
yet the brightness on both sides of the 
paper is tho same, tncn the light of the 
lamp will be as strong as that vt nim 
caudle:i. The calculation is based upon 
the distances, the figures of which are 
multiplied by themselves and then di­ 
vided—her**, for instance, 60 times AO 
divided by 20 multiplied by 20 equals 0 
This, of course, is tho most primitive 
method for measuring light, but it is 
the principle for all the delicate instru 
moots used in the laboratories. —Pea/ 
ton’s Weekly.
